IS IT A MYSTERY?

Though, in accordance with editorial cus- 
tom, we generaliy refuse all anonymous arti- 
cles, we have been induced to relax in favor 
of the extraordinary document bearing the 
above title, and which, if it have no other 
merit, can at least claim a high rank as the 
very ne plus ultra of audacity. We give it, 
presuming that our readers may be as much 
interested in such a singular story as we 
were, and trust that such of the parties 
named in it as have a bona-fide existence, will 
pardon the mention made of them in the 
text. 

“In the year 1851, I became acquainted, in 
the city of New York, with a woman named 
Louise Mercier, and whom I thought to bea 
native of Belgium, though she was generally 
known as French She was about 
forty years of age, possibly more, and a per- 
son of intelligence and great vivacity of man-

being given to represent herself as a heroine, 
The 
following was her most remarkable narrative. 
At the time, I did not believe a word of it, 
but having subsequently amused myself by 
imagining its possibility, I was amazed, on 
investigating the matter, to find the degree to 
which it was confirmed by facts. And it is 
indeed the strongest point in the story that 
Louise Mercicr, who was ignorant, could not 
have been acquainted with any of these facts. 
Her story and my own observations on it are 
as follows: 

‘She stated that twenty years ago, she

| kept a saloon in Grand street, well known to 


the frequenters of such places of resort. It 
was the nightly rendezvous of the profligate

name she was ignorant. He wag generally 
accompanied by a young man, with whony he 
had made acquaintance at the salggn, and 
whg was also an associate of these twa girls. 
The young man strongly resembled the prince 
in person and manners, was about the same

Now if this story be true, there are several 
things to be ascertained before it can be re- 
ceived implicitly. 

Ist. Is there a Bowen family in Boston, 
allied to such names, or to anything like 
them, as Lyman or Cloflin, and which knows 
anything of a son being sent to France, when 
a child, about 40 years ago, to be educated ? 
If so, what became of him? For, if it be 
| true that he returned to New York and there 
became acquainted with Louis Napoleon, 
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the greatest difficulty ; indeed, it was ewing 
to the adroitness and presence of mind of 


their mother that they succeeded. Napoleon 
died after a short illness, and Louis with his 
mother went to Paris; they had been there 
but a very short time before they were order- 
ed by Louis Philippe to quit France immedi- 
ately ; accordingly they crossed over to Eng- 
land, and after a short stay there returned to 
Switzerland, in August, 1831. They lived 
in retirement until the month of October, 
| 1836, when Louis Napoleon made the rash

mutiny, which ended in his being taken pris- 


oner, sent to Paris, and thence put on board 
a frigate and shipped off to the United States 


. 


He was put ashore at 
New York—where he remained about ten

first standing—others of the lowest. How 
he became acquainted with Bowen is not

| We are not likely to know now—for it is not 
probable that the fortunate “Nephew of his 
| Uncle” will voluntarily come forward to 
| disclose the secret of his elevation. 

Thus we find that Louis Napoleon was in 
France, or rather in Paris, but a few days 
during the whole of the period which elapsed 
between his mother’s going to reside in Switz- 
erland, in 1815, and his transportation to the 
United States, in 1836, a period of twenty- 
one years ; so that he was personally unknown

Juvenile Depravity. 
One of the most fearful symptoms of the 
present times is the youth of some of our very 
worst convicts. Robbing tills and picking 
pockets are taught to little boys and girls of 
six and seven years, housebreaking to those 
of twelve, and so they graduate in a course 
of crime, with arson, rape and murder at 
twenty. The vast and increasing propertian 
of boy convicts for the very worst crimes, is 


frightful. 
Holmes, who is about to be hung for one 


of the foulest murders in the city of New 
York, is only nineteen, and the murder was 
a piece of the most wanton wickedness, more 
like the atrocity of an Indian Sepoy than an 
American citizen. He shot a husband, in 
the presence of his wife, without warning, 
without provocation, and without the least 
pity. 
| ‘the four murderers of the Swedish woman 
in Greenwich street, were all of them, it is 
supposed, under twenty, as were another 
batch of criminals in the upper part of the 
city, who, since then, left a poor girl for dead 
under circumstances of at least equal atroci- 


ty. Four cases of incendiarism took place 
in one neighborhood of our own city ona 
single night last week, all, beyond doubt, the 
, work of youth precocious in crime, hangers 
on to some fire engine company. 
| So great, indeed, is the proportion of 
| youthful criminals, that it would almost ap- 
pear that the older villains were either cad®ht 
up and killed off, or else that, after twenty, 
they retire from the lower and more brutal 
branches of crime, become wary, and, per- 
| haps, small capitalists,teaching others to steal 
and commit crime for them, and purchasing 
the proceeds of their labor (a far more safe 
and profitable business) making use of these 
young scapegraces as the cat's paw to pull 
chestnuts out of the fire, and to save their 
own fingers from the risk of being burned. 
| Parental watchfulness and education must be 
the main reliance for safety against this threat- 
Nothing else 
can supply the place. President Sears, of 
Brown University, clearly showed, not long 
since, in an oration on thé history of liberty, 
that if we might hope for our institutions to 
survive the fate under which the republics of 
antiquity had fallen, it could only be by a 
more careful training of home in principles of 
virtue and industry. Many a mother's heart 
is broken in after years,through having suffer- 


ening tide ot demoralization. 


ed her lad to mix in companionship of the 
nature of which she knows nothing, merely 
because it was too much trouble to keep him 
out of the street, and because sanguine that 
her boy was an exception to others.

}annual mecting, in the year 1857, to superin- 
tend the Public Library, present the follow- 
ing as their Annual Report; in doing so, the 
Committee take occasion to congratulate the 
town on the success which has attended its 
| establishment, and to state that the usefulness 
of the Library and the interest which the cit- 
izens of the town have manifested in it, have 
exceeded the highest anticipations of its 
warmest friends : 


is 1977. Of this number 272 volumes have 
been added during the past year. Fifteen 
hundred and sixty-five persons have secured 
the right to borrow books from the Library. 
During the past year the Library has been 
opened to the public 150 half days and 62 
evenings, ‘Lhe wholenumber of books taken 
from the Library, the past year, is 13,990, of 
which number none has been lost. The av- 
erage number taken out per month is 1,166. 
The average number per week is 292. Aver- 
age, per day, 97. The amount of money ap- 
propriated by the town the past year for the 
purchase of books, was #200, ‘The Commit- 
tee recominend that the same sum be raised 
and appropriated for the purchase and repairs 
of books for the ensuing year. ‘The pro- 
bauble expense of repairs of books now out 
of repair, and those that will become so dur- 
ing the ensuing year, will be about forty 
dollars. ‘This sum deducted from the amount 
recommended, will leave about one hundred 
and sixty dollars for the purchase of books. 
While the Committee are sensible that the in- 
crease of population and the increasing use 
of the Library, require constant accessions to 
| the number of books already obtained, the 
present pecuniary condition of the town and 
its citizens render it of doubtful expediency 
to raise a larger sum for the above purpose 
than was raised the past year.
